Calgary, June 15.-—Captein Ripley, 
of the 26th Mattery of Canadian Field 
Artillery, of Lethbridge, is already a 
non-combatant as the result of an in- 


jury to his right foot and ankle oc- 
easivned by a fall from a horse yes- 
terday afternoen The injury iq a 
very painful one, but the ocaptain is 
able to hobble about camp with the 
aid of qa cane, and he is hopeful of 

sinw fit for duty within a few days. 


The animal which caused the accident 
is said to be a viciously Inclined brute, 
He spilled a number of artillerymen 
as fast ag they came along, and when 
everybody elge had given him up as 
Captain Ripley undertook 
of riding the outlaw.

ARTICLE NUMBER 16.

Too much importance cannot be given 
by the public to the property. For the 
nanufacture of Portland Cement two ma- 
terials are required: one that will furnish 
the carbonate of lime; and another that 
will furnish the silicum and aluminum. 
These two materials are either mar! chalk 
cr lime rock and clay shale or slate. 


WHAT PORTLAND CEMENT IS. 


Portland Cement is made by combining 
carbonate of lime and silicum and alumin- 
um in about the proportions of three to one, 
burning them together in a heat of 3,000 de- 
grees, and grinding the resulting cinder to 
a fine powder. This powder possesses the 
property, when combined with water, of 
seizing any inviting surface and hardening 
into a rock like substance, with a tensile 
strength of about 700 pounds to the square 
inch, which becomes harder and more en- 
during with the lapse of time. It will 
harden under water, as well as in the 
air and hence Portland Cement was first 
called hydraulic Cement. Portland Cement, 
mixed with sand and crushed rock, in about 
the proportions 1, 3 and 5, becomes concrete 
which is used for a hundred familiar pur- 
poses. 

So great has the demand for Portland 
Cement become that practically the whole 
American Continent has been prospected 
for ener a, The mar] chalk or lime rock, 
and the clay, shale or slate, have no gelogi- 

cal association and it is only by chance that 
they are found near together. Cement mills 
are being built where one material is dis- 
covered in practical form and the other is 
shipped from wherever it can be found. 
Many plants are located solely with refer- 
ence to the distribution of the product and 
both materials are shipped to the mill, thus 
greatly increasing the cost of manufacture.

MATERIALS CONVENIENT AND 
ACCESSIBLE. 


In all the history of Portland Cement, no 
mill was ever so forunate in securing ma- 
terials in most convenient and accessible 
form asthe Edmonton Portland Cement 
Company. It owns what is believed to be 
the largest known marl deposit in the 
world. The mar! has only been partially sur- 
veyed so far, but the marl surveyed meas- 
ures 5,000,000 cubic yards—sufficient for 
the manufacture of 12,500,000 barrels of 
Cement.
